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The  recent  Folio  article  on  the  Program  Questionnaire  was  limited  to  a  statistical 
report  on  the  frequency  of  listening  and  the  percentage  of  likes  and  dislikes  with  regard 
to  those  programs  having  the  widest  audience.  One  of  the  most  obvious  indications  of 
the  Questionnaire  was  that  programs  which  have  been  on  the  air  for  the  longest  time 
have  the  greatest  number  of  listeners.  More  recent  additions  to  the  program  schedule 
were  commented  upon  by  as  little  as  10%  of  those  answering  the  Questionnaire.  There 
were  no  programs  which  did  not  receive  a  considerably  higher  percentage  of  "likes"  as 
compared  with  "dislikes;"  in  fact,  the  narrowest  point  in  this  relation  was  32.6%  "like" 
to  12.2%  "dislike"— this,  in  response  to  the  weekly  half-hour  of  jazz. 

The  survey  has  confirmed  much  of  what  to  date  has  been  a  mixture  of  belief,  theory 
and  pure  speculation  on  the  part  of  KPFA.  Namely,  that  there  is  an  active  minority 
among  the  radio  audience  who  respond  to  and  enjoy  adult  programing  in  music,  drama 
and  public  affairs.  This  does  not  mean  that  all  programs  are  equally  well  received  by 
all  listeners  in  this  minority— far  from  it.  There  are  minorities  within  the  minority  who 
either  approve  of  or  strongly  protest  certain  programs  such  as  Jazz,  Modern  Poetry, 
Indian  Tales,  the  Commentators  Series,  Golden  Voices  and  the  Folk  Music  Series.  This, 
again,  is  confirmation  of  a  principle  consciously  applied  in  KPFA's  programing— the 
presentation  of  programs  which  answer  to  the  needs  of  the  various  unserved  minorities 
among  the  radio  audience.  The  important  fact  that  the  Questionnaire  has  revealed  is 
that  even  for  those  programs  which  have  a  smaller  percentage  of  listeners  than,  say,  the 
BBC  dramas  or  the  concerts,  the  relation  between  lik.es  and  dislikes  is  approximately  the 
same  as  it  is  with  the  more  widely  popular  programs. 

On  the  basis  of  the  Questionnaire  returns  it  has  been  possible  to  make  various  shifts 
in  the  program  schedule  to  conform  with  broadcast  time  preferences  indicated  by 
listeners.  The  morning  re-broadcast  hours  were  set  in  accordance  with  the  findings  in 
the  Questionnaire,  and  comments  on  program  timing  and  planning  have  enabled  us  to 
get  a  truly  objective  view  of  the  schedule  as  it  sounds  to  the  listener.  From  such  data 
and  the  knowledge  that  the  listener  is  in  accord  with  the  primary  intentions  of  the 
KPFA  program  policy  it  is  possible  for  the  station  to  tighten  and  improve  its  programing.
